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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 9/21/07 
has been entered. 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Bryan Diner on 4/1 1/08. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 14, line 2, after "administering", — to said recipient an effective amount 
of — has been inserted. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: When the 
totality of the art is taken as a whole it is the Examiner's position that the prior art does 
not teach or suggest, alone or in combination, the instant method of treating a 
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hyperacute rejection reaction of a xenograft transplant recipient with the instantly 
claimed compounds. The art clearly distinguishes between hyperacute rejection and 
acute rejection . For example, Dr. Paul teaches in the Fundamental Immunology text that 
acute rejection episodes are separable f rom those of hyperacute rejection by the 
later timing of their occurrence (end of a week after transplantation for acute rejection), 
by the prior absences of anti-donor antibody in the recipient and by the cellular infiltrate 
usually present on biopsy in the absence of vascular thrombosis (page 907, Acute 
Rejection). In contrast, hyperacute rejection is said to occur within minutes to hours 
after transplantation (page 906, bottom right column). These differences are illustrated 
by Dwyer et al. in a flow chart on page 38, figure 4 and clearly shows that hyperacute 
rejection is distinct from acute rejection (Dwyer et al. page 38, Figure 4). 

With respect to the potential interference brought up in the Office Action filed on 
3/22/07, the Examiner can only conclude, in light of the discussion above, that the 
method taught by Williams US 5,688,824 claim 1 (IDS filed on 6/12/07) of preventing or 
controlling acute or chronic rejection in a xenograft transplantation patient comprising 
administering to a patient receiving a xenograft a therapeutically effective amount of 
leflunomide product is distinct from the instantly claimed method and that there is no 
interference.
